RECYCLING  was  one  of  the  most  important  issues  during 
1989  and  we  feel  this  might  be  a  good  time  to  compliment  sev- 
eral people  in  Town  who  seem  to  be  at  the  top  of  the  list. 

First  of  all  we  would  like  to  thank  CLYDE  GOLDTHWAITE, 
our  Road  Agent  and  former  Police  Chief.  As  you  know,  Clyde 
has  always  done  a  super  job  on  our  roads — but  you  might  not 
know  that  he  has  been  into  recycling  for  years!  In  the  not 
too  distant  past,  many  of  our  youngsters  could  not  afford  a 
bicycle — new  or  used!  But  have  no  fear,  Clyde  in  his  Town 
rounds  in  either  of  the  above  capacities  might  come  across  a 
discarded  bike  off  the  side  of  the  road — pick  it  up,  take  it 
home  and  repair  it,  and  the  next  youngster  he  came  across  who 
needed  a  bike  and  couldn't  afford  one,  was  the  proud  owner  of 
one  of  Clyde's  recycled  bikes.  Just  this  past  year  when  we 
had  the  roll-off s  at  Town  Hall,  Clyde  picked  up  old  T.V.'s 
and  other  items  that  had  been  discarded  illegally  off  the 
sides  of  our  roads  and  disposed  of  them  properly.  That's 
total  commitment! 

CURT  SPRINGER  has  been  one  of  our  more  silent  people  in 
the  background  of  recycling.  Curt  started  his  activity  in 
Danville  on  the  Conservation  Commission  and  very  soon  there- 
after became  involved  in  our  future  plans  for  waste  disposal. 
He  has  been  one  of  our  representatives  to  the  Solid  Waste 
Disposal  District,  and  in  his  quiet  way  is  trying  to  see  that 
things  get  done  right! 

MICHAEL  WESTON  began  his  involvement  with  Danville's 
solid  waste  efforts  about  five  years  ago,  when  he  agreed  to 
be  an  alternate  representative  to  our  regional  solid  waste 
district.  This  was  a  little  more  than  a  year  after  the  first 
major  fire  at  the  Hunt  tire  pile.  When  Michael  saw  that  the 
district  was  not  going  to  help  us  with  the  problem,  and  that 
the  State  was  going  to  force  a  solution  that  wouldn't  work, 
he  refused  to  accept  things  as  they  were.  He  worked  tire- 
lessly at  his  own  expense  to  examine  alternate  solutions  and 
to  force  the  State  to  back  off  from  an  ill-chartered  course. 
The  tires  are  being  shipped  out  because  of  his  perserver- 
ancel 

While  the  success  of  Danville's  recently-instituted  re- 
cycling is  due  to  the  enthusiastic  participation  of  Danville 
residents,  its  birth  is  due  to  Michael  Weston's  efforts. 
While  other  towns  are  still  trying  to  figure  out  how  to  do 
it,  Michael  made  it  happen  for  us! 

To  these  three  residents,  and  to  all  the  residents  of 
Danville  who  have  actively  participated  in  our  recycling  pro- 
gram, the  Danville  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  say  THANK

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PLANNING  BOARD 

The  reduced  economic  growth  in  the  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Massachusetts  area  has  resulted  in  a  re- 
duced need  for  new  housing.  While  the  Planning 
Board  reviewed  thirteen  proposals  to  subdivide  536 
acres,  eight  of  these  proposals  were  carry-overs 
from  1988.  The  actual  new  acreage  proposed  for 
subdividing  in  1989  was  52  acres,  down  90%  from 
1988  proposals.  Of  the  above  thirteen  proposals, 
four  have  been  approved  at  Stage  3  hearings  this 
year.  These  amount  to  a  potential  165  new  housing 
units.  However,  very  few  units  have  actually  been 
started. 

Approval  of  the  Zoning  changes  at  the  1989 
Town  meeting  have  clarified  multi-unit  dwelling  or- 
dinances and  allowed  individual  lot  ownership  in 
the  cluster  ordinances.  The  major  subdivision  has 
been  approved  under  this  ordinance. 

Minimum  Zoning  changes  are  proposed  for  the 
1990  Town  warrant.   They  include: 

.  Board  of  Adjustment  review  of  proposals  to  estab- 
lish customary  home  occupations  in  a  Residential/ 
Agricultural  Zone.  No  review  process  presently 
exists.  We  are  also  recommending  the  number  of 
allowed  employees  be  reduced  from  five  to  two. 
Larger  proposed  businesses  should  be  located  in 
our  Commercial  or  Light  Industrial  zones. 
.  Remove  the  ordinance  that  restricts  the  number 
and  size  of  mobile  home  parks  to  two  (2)  with  no 
more  than  fifty  (50)  units.  The  Planning  Board 
feels  that  existing  rules  governing  mobile  home 
parks  are  adequate  to  provide  orderly  develop- 
ment and  protection  to  the  Town  and  abutters. 
.  Minor  revisions  to  the  minimum  square  footage  al- 
lowed for  mobile  homes  to  bring  the  ordinance  in 
conformance  with  our  definition  section  of  the 
zoning  articles  and  to  agree  with  the  State  regu- 
lations defining  mobile  homes.

The  medical  emergency  calls  in  Danville  are 
continually  increasing  every  year.  These  include 
injured  persons  at  fire  scenes,  auto  accidents  and 
personal  accidents  as  well  as  direct  calls  by 
individuals  for  medical  problems  ranging  from 
minor  injuries  to  major  medical  problems. 

In  order  to  deal  with  medical  emergencies 
the  Fire  Department  has  6  Emergency  Medical  Tech- 
nicians (EMTs  )  ,  and  5  more  are  presently  enrolled 
in  an  EMT  class.  These  individuals  are  constantly 
upgrading  their  training  in  order  to  stay  up  to 
date  in  the  latest  techniques  in  emergency  medical 
treatment.  The  most  recent  training  involved 
certification  and  re  certification  of  Cardio- 
pulmonary Resuscitation  (CPR). 

We  now  have  two  CPR  Instructors  on  the 
Department  and  offer  classes  to  the  public  and 
urge  all  persons  to  learn  this  life  saving  tech- 
nique.  There  will  be  a  CPR  class,  sponsored  by 
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the  Danville  PTA,  in  March.  Please  contact  a  PTA 
officer  or  look  for  notices  in  town  and  in  the 
area  newspapers  for  times  and  dates. 

TIRE  PILE  FIRE 

The  largest  incident  this  year  was  the  fire 
at  the  Tire  Pile.  This  could  have  been  a  much 
bigger  disaster  if  it  wasn't  for  the  total  cooper- 
ation of  all  departments  and  agencies  involved. 
We  have  very  good  neighbors  and  owe  them  a  great 
deal  of  thanks.  We  received  mutual  aid  of  equip- 
ment and  manpower  from  54  towns  involving  3 
states.  Although  this  was  called  the  Danville  Tire 
Fire  it  is  really  in  three  towns  and  the  Chiefs 
from  Hampstead,  Kingston  and  Danville  share  the 
burden  of  preplanning  and  controlling  past, 
present  and  future  problems  at  the  site.  There 
was  approximately  1392  man  hours  for  just  the 
Danville  Fire  Department,  so  you  can  well  imagine 
the  immense  scope  of  the  entire  operation.  We  were 
very  fortunate  that  the  fire  was  controlled  in 
such  a  short  time  and  that  there  were  only  three 
minor  injuries  to  firemen.  We  wish  to  thank  the 
towns  people,  again,  for  all  their  support  and 
donations,  which  was  greatly  appreciated  by  all 
involved. 

Deputy  Chief  Frank  Mclntyre  has  moved  to 
Florida  and  we  would  like  to  take  this  time  to 
thank  him  and  his  wife,  Peggy  for  the  many  years 
of  service  to  the  town  of  Danville.  Their  dedica- 
tion to  the  Fire  Department,  Fire  Association  and 
Fire  Belles  for  many  years  is  greatly  appreciated 
and  their  absence  is  greatly  felt. 

Our  new  Deputy  Chief  is  Steve  Woitkun. 
Steve  has  been  with  the  Danville  Fire  Department 
for  6  years.  He  is  a  Career  Firefighter  and  EMT 
with  the  Salem  Fire  Department.  He  is  currently 
the  State  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  Danville.  Steve 
his  wife,  Corinne,  and  their  two  children  live  on 
Collins  Road  and  together  they  own  their  business, 
Yankee  Chimney  Sweep.

Every  year  I  hear  the  same  excuse  from  the 
same  people  about  licensing  their  dogs.  "Do  I 
have  to  get  a  rabies  shot?"  or  "I  don't  like  to 
wait  in  line  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office".  Why  do 
you  think  the  Town  Clerk  and  I  have  a  Rabies 
Clinic  every  year?  We  want  to  make  it  convenient 
for  you.  Bring  your  dog  for  shots  and  get  them 
licensed  at  the  same  time.  If  they  do  not  need  a 
shot,  just  bring  your  rabies  certificate  and  get 
them  licensed.  It  is  a  State  Law,  you  must  li- 
cense your  dogs.
